Genti^kmkn, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Fourth  Annual  Report 
on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Condition  of  the  Urban  District  of 
Felling. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  District  has  been  fairly  healthy 
during  the  past  year. 

There  is  a decrease  of  five  in  the  number  of  births  regis- 
tered, giving  a birth-rate  of  36’4  as  compared  with  37 *6  in  1904. 

There  is  also  a decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths  of  15, 
which  gives  the  satisfactory  death-rate  of  177  per  1,000  as 
compared  with  i8'8  in  1904. 

The  infantile  mortality,  however,  has  been  greater  during 
1905  than  during  the  previous  year. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  occurring  under  the  age  of 
twelve  months  is  160,  as  compared  with  155  in  1904,  giving  a 
death-rate  of  175  per  1,000  births.  This,  along  with  the  ever 
decreasing  birth-rate,  is  the  subject  of  special  enquiry,  the 
Local  Government  Board  requesting  a special  report  with 
tables  stating  definitely  the  causes  of  death  and  ages  of  infants 
dying  from  one  week  up  to  twelve  months. 
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Deaths  from  Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis  show  a marked 
decrease,  whilst  those  from  Bronchitis  and  Chest  Complaints 
show  a considerable  increase. 

The  number  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified  during  the  year 
was  397,  as  compared  with  363  in  1904. 

Chicken-pox  was  notifiable  for  six  months  and  was  respon- 
sible for  66  notifications.  This  disease  was  made  notifiable 
owing  to  the  presence  of  Small-pox  in  the  District,  and,  I have 
no  doubt,  was  of  considerable  value,  as  it  enabled  the  Sanitary 
Authorities  to  keep  a watchful  eye  on  cases  of  Chicken-pox 
notified  by  parents  who  had  not  called  in  medical  advice. 

During  the  year  85  cases  of  Small-pox  were  notified.  The 
majority  of  these  cases  occurred  during  the  earlier  months  and 
the  District  was  free  from  September. 

The  number  of  residents  who  died  outside  of  the  District 
was  20.  16  of  these  died  in  the  Union  Workhouse,  Gateshead; 

2 in  the  County  Tunatic  Asylum  ; i in  Harton  Workhouse, 
and  I in  Hebburn  Infirmary. 

Population. 

The  Census  Return  of  1901  gave  a population  of  22,600. 

The  estimated  population  to  the  middle  of  the  year  1905  was 
25,000. 

Births. 

During  the  year  912  Births  have  been  registered,  compared 
with  917  in  1904,  and  a rather  curious  feature  is  that  456  were 
males  and  456  were  females. 

This  represents  a General  Birth-rate  of  36 '4,  compared  with 
37*6  in  1904.

The  natural  increase,  i.e.^  the  excess  of  births  over  deaths, 
during  1905  was  469,  as  compared  wdth  459  in  1904. 


During  the  year  443  Deaths  were  registered,  as  compared 
with  458  in  1904. 

This  gives  a general  death-rate  for  1905  of  177,  as  compared 
with  1 8 ’8  in  the  previous  year.

INFANTIDK  MORTALITY. 

Owing  to  the  high  death-rate  amongst  children  under  twelve 
months  of  age,  the  subject  of  Infantile  Mortality  has  been 
largely  discussed  and  was  brought  prominently  to  notice  in  the 
Report  of  the  Inter-Departmental  Committee  on  Physical 
Deterioration  issued  in  1904. 

This  year  the  Local  Government  Board  are  requiring  tabular 
statements  of  the  causes  of  death  amongst  infants  and  are 
evidently  viewing  with  alarm  the  persistent  high  rate  of 
mortality,  especially  as  it  is  accompanied  throughout  the 
country  by  an  ever  decreasing  birth-rate. 

Sanitary  Authorities  must  first  endeavour  to  ascertain  from 
the  Tables  how  many  of  these  deaths  are  due  to  causes  that  are 
preventable  by  ordinary  methods,  and  secondly,  to  use  their 
utmost  powers  to  remove  some  of  the  causes  which  at  present 
may  be  classed  amongst  non-preventable  deaths,  but  which 
ought  in  course  of  time,  with  patience  and  due  care,  to  be 
placed  on  the  preventable  list. 
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In  the  Local  Government  Board’s  Table  V.  the  causes  of 
death  are  classified  into  four  groups  of  diseases  which  have 
much  in  common,  eight  distinct  diseases,  and  the  ninth  or 
accidental  death. 

In  Group  I.  are  the  common  infectious  diseases  which  are,  or 
ought  to  be,  preventable. 

In  Group  II.  are  the  diseases  of  the  digestive  organs.  These 
are  also  recognised  as  preventable. 

In  Group  III.  are  the  wasting  diseases*  and  those  due  to 
Premature  Birth,  Congenital  Defects,  &c.  These  are  to  a great 
extent  non-preventable,  as,  in  the  majority  of  cases,  the  causes 
which  act  in  such  a way  as  to  result  in  the  death  of  the  infant, 
are  due  to  initial  defect  in  vitality,  and  in  maii}^  cases  the  child 
dies  in  a few  minutes. 

Congenital  defects  are  of  course  non-preventable,  and  injury 
at  birth  usually  points  out  that  the  child  has  been  injured  to 
save  the  maternal  life. 

In  regard  to  Premature  Births  I might  point  out  that  many 
women  do  not  take  care  to  regulate  their  habits  of  life  or  to 
pay  sufficient  regard  to  their  health  during  the  period  o 
gestation.  This  is  the  cause  of  many  premature  births. 

Another  cause  is  the  taking  of  drugs  largely  advertised  as 
“ guaranteed  to  remove  all  obstructions  from  whatever  cause 
arising.” 

A third  cause  is  intemperance,  and  this  is  usually  accom- 
panied by  every  carelessness. 

Group  IV.  includes  all  tubercular  diseases. 

The  other  diseases  which  cause  most  deaths  are  Convulsions, 
Pneumonia,  and  Bronchitis. 

Convulsions  are  probably  either  due  to  tubercular  disease  or 
to  intestinal  disorders  caused  by  improper  feeding  or  dirty 
feeding  bottles  and  tubes. 

Next  in  order  we  have  Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia  which 
together  are  responsible  for  44  deaths  out  of  a total  of  160. 

If  we  deduct  the  32  deaths  due  to  Premature  Birth  and 
/Congenital  Defect,  or  non-preventable  causes,  from  160,  we 
have  left  128  deaths,  and  44,  or  more  than  one-third,  of  these 
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are  due  to  the  above-mentioned  diseases.  My  remarks  in  last 
year’s  report  concerning  the  wanton  exposure  of  practically 
unclothed  children  to  cold  were,  I venture  to  think,  in  face  of 
these  figures,  not  unwarranted. 

Careless,  neglectful,  or  thoughtless,  I am  sorry  to  say,  many 
of  the  mothers  of  children  seem  to  be,  and  many  will  expose 
their  offspring  to  the  dangers  of  sudden  changes  of  temper- 
ature, with  prospects  of  Bronchitis  or  Pneumonia,  rather  than 
miss  the  performance  of  a blood-curdling  play  at  a cheap 
theatre ; whilst  others  allow  their  children  to  patrol  the  streets 
or  sit  on  the  doorsteps  clad  in  a single  garment. 

It  is  also  a frequent  sight  to  see  mere  infants  carried  about 
the  streets  in  most  inclement  weather,  whilst  their  mothers 
admire  the  fashions^at  a late  hour  on  Saturday  nights. 

Is  it  to  be  wondered  at,  therefore,  that  so  many  children  of 
such  parents  succumb  to  acute  chest  affections  ? 


DEATHS  FROM  ZYMOTIC  DISEASES. 


The  principal  Zymotic  diseases  include  Small-pox,  Measles, 
Scatlet  Fever,  Diptheria,  Whooping  Cough,  Typhus,  Continued, 
and  Enteric  Fever,  and  Diarrhoea. 

During  the  year  there  were  46  deaths  from  the  above  causes, 
giving  a Zymotic  Rate  of  i'8  per  1,000  of  population.  The 
Zymotic  Rate  for  1904  was  i‘g  per  1,000. 

The  rate  may  be  considered  fairly  satisfactory  as  it  is  much 
below  the  County  Rate,  which  is  2'^y.

PHTHISIS. 

Phthisis  Rate,  i’2  per  i,ooo. 

During  the  year  30  deaths  were  registered  from  this  disease, 
as  compared  with  23  in  1904. 

This  being  an  infectious  disease  it  is  always  advisable  to 
have  everything  in  the  shape  of  bed  clothes,  clothing,  etc., 
which  may  have  been  used  by  the  patient  during  the  illness, 
thoroughly  disinfected. 

The  rooms  should  also  be  thoroughly  disinfected  and  I am 
glad  to  say  that  the  public  are  requesting  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  to  disinfect  after  a death  from  this  disease,  but  not 
more  than  one-third  send  in  this  request,  though  that  even  is  a 
great  increase  in  the  number  of  such  requests  wTen  compared 
with  previous  years.

The  cases  have  nearly  all  been  of  a very  mild  type  as  is 
shown  by  the  number  of  deaths  registered  from  the  disease, 
viz.,  3. 

In  fact,  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  have  been  notified  and  on 
disinfectants  being  sent  immediately  on  receipt  of  the  notific- 
ation, the  patient  was  found  to  be  at  work  without  any.  rash  or 
sore  throat. 
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In  other  cases,  children  notified  have  been  found  out 
playing,  apparently,  in  good  health. 

There  is  often  difficulty  in  distinguishing  an  urticarial  rash, 
particular!}^  if  the  patient  is  seen  late  at  night  by  candle  light. 

It  is  quite  possible  that  the  opening  of  the  Isolation  Hospital 
may  reduce  the  number  of  cases  of  this  disease.  More  especi- 
ally will  this  be  the  case  in  small  houses  where  it  is  impossible 
to  isolate  the  patient. 

In  this  class  of  house  the  patient  is  often  hdng  in  bed  in  the 
kitchen,  and  consequently  the  other  children  resident  therein 
are  also  attacked,  whereas  it  might  be  possible  to  prevent  them 
being  infected  if  the  Hospital  were  in  use.

In  nearly  all  the  cases  the  disease  was  contracted  outside  the 
District.  Several  of  the  cases  notified  had  just  returned  from 
holidays  a few  days  before  feeling  ill.  In  one  case  the  person 
attacked  had  resided  for  four  weeks  in  the  South  of  the  County 
and  it  was  only  when  her  friends  were  communicated  with  that 
it  was  ascertained  that  two  of  the  persons  resident  in  the  house 
in  which  she  had  spent  her  holiday  had  also  been  attacked  by 
the  disease  and  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital.

In  regard  to  infectious  disease  one  point  is  remarkable,  viz., 
that  Windy  Nook  suffered  less  than  any  other  district,  as  out  of 
397  cases  of  infectious  disease  the  Windy  Nook  Parish  only 
contributed  25  cases,  whilst  Heworth  headed  the  list  with  249. 
Felling  contributing  123. 

Detailed  information  as  to  the  number  of  the  different 
diseases  forming  these  totals  are  given  in  the  Local  Government 
Board’s  Table  III. 

All  houses,  where  infectious  diseases  have  been  notified  as 
occurring,  have  been  visited,  and  disinfectants  left,  with  printed 
instructions  as  to  their  use,  method  of  isolating  the  cases  in 
private  dwellings,  disinfecting  bed  clothing,  utensils,  etc. 
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Housing  of  the  Working  Classes. 

I have  examined  a large  number  of  houses  during  the  3^ear, 
accompanied  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector 

Notices  have  been  served  in  a great  number  of  cases  to 
remedy  insanitary  conditions  found,  and  in  nearly  all  cases  the 
owners  of  the  properties  have  been  not  only  willing  but  anxious 
to  make  the  requisite  improvements  when  defects  were  pointed 
out  to  them. 

In  four  instances  owners  have  voluntarily  closed  insanitary 
premises,  and  applications  to  the  Magistrates  were  made  in 
three  cases  for  closing  orders,  which  were  granted. 

Cowsheds  and  Dairies. 

These  have  been  inspected  during  the  year  and  defective 
drainage  found  in  two  cases.  In  both  cases  a new  system  of 
drainage  replaced  the  old. 

In  two  cases  cowsheds  which  were  condemned  have  volun- 
tarily been  closed  by  the  owners. 

There  still  seems  to  be  an  inclination  on  the  part  of  cow- 
keepers  to  doubt  the  advantages  of  ventilation,  as  often  they 
obstruct  the  passage  of  air  through  the  ventilators  with  a little 
ha}'. 

Public  Bakehouses. 

These  have  been  inspected  and  found  clean  and  well  lime- 
washed. 

Water  Supply. 

The  supply  of  water  from  the  Newcastle  and  Gateshead  Water 
Company’s  mains  has  always  been  satisfactory  during  the  year 
both  in  regard  to  quality  and  quantity. 

Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1901. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  an  addition  of  one  factory  to 
the  register,  and  five  workshops  have  been  also  added. 

There  are  ii  factories  and  42  workshops  in  the  District. 

The  factories  in  the  District  have  been  visited  and  found  in 
a satisfactory  condition. 

The  workshops  have  also  been  visited  periodically  and  certain 
defects  pointed  out  and  remedied. 
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There  is  only  one  out- worker  on  the  list,  this  name  and 


address  being  forwarded  by  Dr.  Armstrong,  of  Newcastle-on - 
Tyne. 

The  workshops  in  this  District  are  not  engaged  in  trades 
which  require  work  to  be  taken  home  to  be  finished.

SMALL-POX. 

During  the  year  85  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified,  as  com- 
pared with  185  in  1904. 

19  were  notified  in  January,  and  the  first  week  in  February  14 
cases  were  notified,  followed  in  the  second  week  by  10  cases.  I 
then  received  a communication  from  the  Rocal  Government 
Board  to  make  a special  Report  on  the  increased  prevalence  of 
the  disease  in  the  District.  That  was  in  due  time  placed  before 
you  showing  that  the  increase  was  due  to  cases  that  had  been 
concealed.  These  cases  were  discovered  in  Gosforth  Street, 
Reay  Terrace  and  George  Street,  Heworth  Dane,  and  Ridley 
Terrace  and  Field  Street,  and  were  the  cause  of  another 
extensive  outbreak  at  a time  when  the  disease  was  well  in  hand. 

The  disease  gradually  declined  during  the  year,  and  on 
August  24th  the  Hospital  was  closed. 

No  cases  were  notified  from  July  19th  to  September  20th, 
when  a solitary  case  was  notified.  This  eventually  proved  not 
to  be  Small-pox,  and  the  District  has  therefore  been  free  from 
the  disease  since  August. 
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Of  the  85  cases  admitted  to  Hospital  54  were  vaccinated  i 
infancy,  30  were  un vaccinated,  and  one  was  admitted  who  had 
been  vaccinated  after  exposure  to  infection. 

No  case  was  admitted  who  had  been  re-vaccinated,  and  thi 
remark  holds  good  throughout  the  whole  epidemic. 

I must  again  tender  my  thanks  to  Mr.  Baldock  for  his  untiring 
efforts  to  suppress  the  disease.  He  has  removed  cases  quickly 
and  disinfected  the  houses  thoroughly. 

The  Staff  at  the  Hospital  were  most  eflacient  and  deserve 
great  credit  tor  the  way  in  which  they  performed  their  often 
unpleasant  duties. 

The  Thresh  Portable  Emergeiic}^  Disinfector  wwked  well,  no 
trouble  being  experienced  with  it.  I tested  its  action  on  sporing 
anthrax,  the  threads  being  placed  in  the  pockets  of  clothes  to 
be  disintected.  No  growth  was  obtained,  though  the  control 
threads  grew  w^ell.

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General  Remarks. 


During  the  year  regular  inspections  of  every  portion  of  the 
District  have  been  made  and  defects  found  have  been  remedied. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  a great  improvement  effected 
by  the  removal  of  238  ashpit  privies.  These  have  been  replaced 
by  421  ash-closets  and  5 water  closets. 

The  ash-closets  are  of  a good  type  and  I feel  confident  that 
the  inhabitants  of  the  District  will  reap  an  advantage  in 
improved  health,  especially  in  regard  to  summer  diarrhoea. 
There  has  been  a gradual  decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths  due 
to  diarhoea  and  enteritis,  and  from  what  I ascertain  from 
Medical  Practitioners  in  the  district,  summer  diarrhoea  is  not  so 
prevalent  as  it  used  to  be. 

Whether  this  is  due  to  the  climatic  conditions  or  to  improved 
sanitation  is  very  difficult  to  decide,  but  I am  certain  that  the 
abolition  of  so  man}^  filtlw  midden- privies  (367  in  two  years)  in 
an  urban  district  such  as  this,  cannot  but  exercise  great  bene- 
ficial effect  so  far  as  the  health  of  the  inhabitants  is  concerned. 

Great  improvements  have  been  made  in  Wardley  village. 
Yards  have  been  paved  and  a number  of  wash-houses  have  been 
erected,  as  well  as  many  ashpit  privies  removed. 

Perhaps  the  greatest  improvement  is  noticable  in  Heworth 
Colliery,  for  during  the  year  the  whole  of  the  ashpit  privies  have 
been  replaced  by  substantial  ash-closets.  The  streets  both  front 
and  back  have  been  paved  and  the  side  paths  cemented. 

The  Scavenging  has  been  satisfactory  during  the  year,  and  I 
am  pleased  to  say  that  the  Council  are  erecting  new  stables  to 
accommodate  a sufficient  number  of  horses  to  provide  for  the 
scavenging  of  the  whole  District. 

The  erection  of  the  new  Refuse  Destructor  has  been  com- 
menced with,  and  we  will  then  be  able  to  consume  all  refuse. 

This  will  be  a distinct  advantage,  as  our  present  system  of 
tips  is  most  unsatisfactory  owing  to  women  and  children  sorting 
bottles  and  jars  from  amongst  the  rubbish. 

The  new  Isolation  Hospital  at  Windy  Nook  is  completed  and 
will  probably  be  opened  during  the  coming  year.  This  should 
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prove  a.  boon  to  patients  suffering  from  Enteric  Fever,  as  it  is 
almost  impossible  to  secure  correct  dieting  of  enteric  cases  at 
home  unless  they  are  under  the  care  of  a trained  nurse. 

Cases  of  Diphtheria  will  also  be  under  care  of  skilled  nurses 
there  and  ought  to  benefit  by  improved  surroundings. 

During  inspections  of  property  one  point  was  pfominently 
brought  before  both  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  m3^self.  I refer 
to  the  destructive  tendencies  of  the  children  in  this  District  so 
far  as  property  is  concerned. 

In  many  cases  owners  of  property  have,  at  considerable 
expense,  erected  good  ash-closets  for  the  benefit  of  their 
tenants’  health  ; yet  the  children  are  allowed  by  their  parents  to 
break  the  tiles  by  throwing  large  stones  upon  them  and  in  other 
wa3"s  to  do  damage,  whilst  others,  evidently  more  advanced  in 
years,  wrench  off  hatch  doors  and  even  seats,  presumably  for 
firewood.  A little  supervision  on  the  part  of  parents  would 
probably  improve  matters  as  far  as  the  children  are  concerned, 
but  I am  afraid  that  in  tenants  of  this  class  the  general  attitude 
regarding  protection  of  any  person’s  property,  other  than  their 
own,  is  one  of  supreme  indifference. 

I have  to  thank  Mr.  Miller  for  information  as  to  the  number  of 
plans  passed  for  new  buildings,  also  Dr.  Hill,  Medical  Officer  to 
the  County  Council,  for  the  County  Rates. 

In  conclusion,  I beg  to  tender  my  thanks  to  the  Members  of 
the  Sanitary  Committee  for  the  kind  support  they  have  given 
me  in  the  discharge  of  my  duties.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  INSPECTOR  OF 

NUISANCES 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1905. 

O 

To  THE  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Urban  District  Councie  of  Feeding. 

Genteemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  of  the  work  done 
during  the  year  1905. 

The  work  during  the  first  seven  months  of  the  year  was 
considerabl}"  increased  owing  to  the  continuance  of  the  Small- 
pox epidemic  from  which  the  District  had  suffered  during  1904. 
The  number  of  cases  remov^ed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  was  85. 
The  houses  were  thoroughly  disinfected,  also  the  beds  and 
bedding.  The  number  of  contacts  was  328,  all  of  whom  were 
visited  during  the  fourteen  days  after  contact,  thus  occupying 
a great  amount  of  my  time  and  requiring  increased  vigilance. 
It  is  very  satisfactory  to  know  that  the  District  is  now,  and  has 
been  for  the  last  four  months,  free  from  this  disease. 

312  Notifications  of  other  Infectious  Diseases  have  been 
received  by  the  Medical  Officer.  The  houses  were  visited  and 
their  sanitary  condition  noted,  instructions  and  disinfectants 
being  given. 

104  Tots  of  bedding  have  been  disinfected,  2 sets  destroyed, 
and  114  houses  and  4 schools  have  been  fumigated. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  District  continues  to 
improve.  A record  has  been  made  this  year  in  the  abolition  of 
insanitary  privy-middens ; 238  of  these  have  been  removed,  and 
421  ashclosets  and  5 w.c.’s  erected.  Many  of  these  ashpits  have 
been  removed  voluntarily  by  owners  after  my  interviewing 
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them,  and  only  in  one  case  was  it  necessary  to  serve  a summons 
to  have  the  midden  removed,  when  an  order  was  made,  and 
costs  given  against  the  defendant. 

During  the  year  267  informal  notices  and  14  formal  notices 
were  served  for^  abatement  of  nuisances,  270  of  which  have 
been  complied  with,  and  the  remainder  are  being  dealt  with. 
55  Back-yards  which  had  not  previously  been  paved,  or  were 
in  a very  defective  condition,  have  been  paved  with  concrete. 
In  one  case  it  was  found  necessary  to  serve  a summons,  when 
an  order  was  made  for  abatement. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  Wardley  has  much  improved 
during  the  year,  55  privy-middens  having  been  removed  and 
147  ashclosets  erected.  In  addition  coal-houses  have  been 
provided,  thereby  keeping  the  streets  much  cleaner  than  here- 
tofore, when  the  coals  used  to  be  left  lying  in  the  streets- 
There  are  only  two  ashpits  to  remove  at  First  Street  and  this 
will  have  been  done  by  the  time  this  report  is  issued.  There 
have  been  12  back-yards  concreted  and  wash-houses  erected  in 
Quality  Row,  10  back-yards  concreted  at  Second  Street,  and  it 
is  intended  to  concrete  the  back-yards,  and  erect  wash-houses 
in  First  Street.  I understand  that  it  is  the  intention  of  the 
Colliery  Owners  to  proceed  during  1906  with  structural  alter- 
ations at  Waggonway  Row,  so  as  to  obtain  through  ventilation- 
Several  houses  which  had  flag  floors  of  an  uneven  nature  have 
had  concrete  substituted,  and  the  work  of  protecting  the  stairs 
in  Waggonway  Row,  Smokey  Row,  and  the  Square,  is  being 
proceeded  with. 

At  Ileworth  Colliery  the  whole  of  the  ashpit  privies  have 
been  removed  and  a good  substantial  class  of  ash-closet 
erected.  At  present  the  work  of  paving  the  streets,  putting  in 
proper  channelling  and  concrete  footpaths,  is  being  rapidly 
proceeded  with  and  when  complete  will  be  a great  sanitary 
improvement. 

94  Dwellings  have  been  dealt  with  under  the  Housing  of 
the  Working  Classes  Act,  1890  : 50  dwellings  have  been  made 

habitable,  5 closed  by  owners  voluntarily  after  notice  was 
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served,  and  4 closed  after  closing  orders  had  been  obtained. 
The  remainder  are  receiving  attention. 

Drains. — Many  important  improvements  have  been 
effected.  Five  houses  were  found  without  any  drainage,  but 
this  has  now  been  remedied.  In  three  cases  it  was  found  that 
the  drainage  was  so  defective  that  it  was  necessary  to  have  the 
old  drain  taken  up  and  60  yards  of  new  drain  laid. 

Dairies,  Cow-sheds,  and  Miek-shops. — There  were  18 
Cow-keepers  and  32  Purveyors  on  the  Register  at  the  end  of 
the  year.  Two  cow-keepers  gave  up  business  after  a notice 
was  served  requiring  them  to  put  cow-sheds  into  a sanitary 
condition.  Notices  were  served  on  two  cow-keepers  requiring 
them  to  provide  suitable  drainage  to  cow-sheds  and  3mrds 
These  were  complied  with,  one  case  requiring  85  \mrds  of 
drain  to  be  laid.  Two  cow-keepers  who  previousl}^  obtained 
their  water  supph"  from  surface  springs  are  now  supplied  b}^ 
the  Newcastle  and  Gateshead  Water  Company.  On  1113^  visiting 
the  cow-sheds  the3^  were  invariably  found  in  a clean  condition, 
and  properly  lime-washed. 

The  slaughter  houses  have  been  visited  and  found  to  be 
kept  in  a clean  state  ; 16  notices  were  served  to  provide  proper 
covered  receptacles  to  contain  the  refuse. 

There  are  42  workshops  on  the  Register,  these  have  been 
visited.  In  one  case  it  was  found  necessar3^  to  serve  a notice 
for  overcrowding,  which  notice  was  complied  with. 

Three  licences  have  been  granted  under  the  Petroleum 
Acts  during  the  3"ear,  which  is  one  less  than  in  1904.
